The reason this has happened is that services 
and federal employees have increased substantially. 
The financing method used has been to leave the 
lowest tax bracket at 20% but to retain the old 
exemptions despite inflation that has boosted 
goods costing $100 in 1947-49 to $128.60. 

While there is higher income, and a gain in 
purchasing power, the gajn has been diminished 
by the fact that a larger portion is subject to taxa¬ 
tion. From 4%% in 1947, the average individual's 
earnings devoted to income taxes more than dou¬ 
bled, to 9 by 1960 while quadrupling in actual 
dollars. 

Here would seem to be a case where figures 
are not dull statistics but rich in meaning—living 
costs up 29%, incomes up 85% and income taxes 
up 284%. Prices have risen, and wages even more, 
but the tax take has had the greatest impact of all 
—an adverse impact—on living standards.

Congratulations are due Granite City police 
and the sheriffs office for apprehending and ob¬ 
taining confessions from the gang of hooded hold¬ 
up men active in this area since mid-April.

With so much available at so little actual 
cost to the individual, it is clear that the pollu¬ 
tion-drainage plan represents the path of progress 
for present Granite Cityans and holds the key to 
the future as well; without a chance to grow, this 
community would have dim prospects, indeed. 

The health, welfare and prosperity of every 
resident depends to a great extent on authoriza¬ 
tion of pollution-drainage action. The next Gran¬ 
ite City,council meeting can achieve a major mile¬ 
stone in local history.

To Strive To Be Unequal 

All are not created equal in ability or dili¬ 
gence or standards, regardless of the way some 
famous statements on equality may be interpreted. 
The American dream and necessity is that there 
be equality of opportunity, including the freedom 
to strive to be unequal. 

The issue is not a pointless discussion of se¬ 
mantics. It has gained great importance in an age 
when demagogues in various parts of the world 
unfurl false banners of equality to attain or main¬ 
tain dictatorial authority. The only equality 
achieved in auch instances ia equal suffering under 
the yoke of poverty and despair. 

Equal rights are a desirable goal, and it is 
fundamental that everyone should have an equal 
chance to show that he can excel in his chosen 
field. This is the-only fair system and also the most 
practical, since those of unique capabilities come 
from every walk of life, from every ancestry and 
environment. 

While there will always be leaders and fol¬ 
lowers, rich and poor, much can be done to make 
life approximately equal in satisfaction, keeping in 
mind that all do not have the same interests or de¬ 
sires. But weakness and dependency must never be 
the objective, through some mistaken definition of 
equality. Such a garbled approach to equality would 
come too close to Karl Marx's “from each accord- 
his needs."
